Unfit  Houses 


Preliminary  steps  were  taken  in  two  cases  where  the  houses  concerned 
were  considered  to  he  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable  of  repair 
at  reasonable  expense,  but  the  Council  has  resolved  to  defer  final  action 
in  both  cases. 

Overcrowding 

Steps  were  taken  to  abate  overcrowding  in  Council  houses  in  a few 
isolated  cases  where  parents  have  sub— let  part  of  their  premises  to 
married  children  without  prior  permission.  Some  difficulty  was  also 
experienced  with  one  other  property  acquired  by  the  Council, 

Other  Problems 

Some  time  was  devoted  to  cases  of  friction  between  tenants,  and 
between  tenants  and  the  general  public, 

FOOD  PREMISES  ; 

(a)  S laughterhouse  - 

There  are  two  Abattoirs  in  the  district.  One  tenant  vacated  the 
premises  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  implementation  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
(Amendement)  Regulations,  and  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  (Amendement) 
Regulations, 

100%  meat  inspection  was  constantly  achieved  in  both  cases.  This 
involves  regular  week-end  duty.

The  position  as  a whole  was  reviewed  in  the  light  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  (Market,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  which  will 
come  into  force  on  1st  January,  19&7*  It  was  decided  to  review  the 
existing  arrangments  at  the  local  authority  Market  when  Messrs,  Redileads 
vacate  their  part  of  the  Town  Hall  premises  in  the  near  future.  All 
traders  operating  stalls  anc/or  delivery  vehicles  were  circularized  and 
acquainted  with  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations. 


One  or  two  premises  continue  to  be  border-line  cases  requiring  a 
good  deal  of  supervision,  but  conditions  in  the  food  trade  generally  can 
be  regarded  as  satisfactory.

DRAINAGE  AND  SE./AGE  DISPOSAL  : 

The  new  public  sewer  designed  to  serve  the  Pron  Housing  Site  was 
completed  during  the  year.  Work  has  commenced  on  the  proposed  extensions 
to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

REFUSE  C0ILECTI0N  AND  DISPOSAL  : 


Collection  of  refuse  within  the  district  was  completely  reorganised 
during  the  year  and  the  revised  scheme  was  brought  into  operation  at 
the  beginning  of  June.  After  a six  month  trial  the  new  routes  have 
proved  themselves  to  bo  basically  sound,  and  adaptable  to  the  developing 
needs  of  the  area. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956  : 

Considerable  difficulties  was  experienced  during  the  year  with  the 
chimney  of  the  Comprehensive  School  which  continually  emitted  dark  smoke 
in  objectionable  quantities.  The  matter  is  still  under  consideration 
by  the  Officials  of  the  Anglesey  County  Council,  and  it  may  be  that 
the  whole  question  of  heating  the  school  will  have  to  be  reviewed  in 
order  evolve  a satisfactory  answer  to  the  smoke  pollution  problem.
